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School review victory 

Council wins legal battle to make government reconsider 
decision to scrap £275 million school building scheme 
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News 


A High Court judge has 
ordered the education 
secretary, Michael Gove, 
to reconsider his decision 
to cancel £275 million of 
school rebuilding projects 
in Waltham Forest. 

Mr Justice Holman said the 
Education Secretary’s actions 
over the scrapping of the 
Building Schools for the Future 
(BSF) initiative last year had been 
“so unfair as to amount to an 
abuse of power.” 

While the judge ruled that the 
government were within their 
rights to make a decision about 
the programme, Justice Holman 
told the High Court in Fondon 
that the Education Secretary 
had acted unlawfully in failing to 
consult local authorities over the 
decision and had broken the law 
by failing to give “due regard” to 
equality legislation. 

The court case at the High 
Court on Friday 11 February 
was brought by Waltham Forest 
Council and five other local 
authorities who said that the 
decision to cancel their BSF 
projects had been unfair and 
legally flawed. 

Waltham Forest Council 
Feader, Cllr Chris Robbins, 
said: “It is a victory for common 
sense and fair play. The 
government must now make a

Waltham Forest saw 19 
school building projects, worth 
a total of £275 million scrapped 
by the coalition government in 
July last year. 

The government must now 
properly consult with the Council 
about funding for schools.

In my opinion

I firmly believe that schools 
are much more than their 
buildings. Great schools 
can exist in poor buildings 
and mediocre or poor 
schools in the newest and 
shiniest facilities. Great 
schools are created by 
the positive relationships 
between students, staff and parents and, 
critically, by the ambitions and aspirations of 
skilled teachers for their pupils. 

I am privileged to be a headteacher in a great school. 

I am proud of the students and staff I work with and 
that our results beat the national average despite the 
disadvantages many students have to overcome. 

When the Secretary of State for Education, Michael 
Gove cancelled Willowfield’s new school in July last year 
we were heartbroken. Our new school was agreed in 
2005 but because this is a densely built up area, finding 
a site large enough for us to admit an extra 400 students 
was not easy. At last the council managed to purchase

the perfect place - five minutes from our present school 
so we could serve the same community, in the heart of 
the Blackhorse Lane regeneration area and adjacent to 
playing fields. We had spent five hours in a meeting with 
architects on the day our school was cancelled. 

We weren’t asking for luxury - we wanted a building 
where the roof didn’t leak, the collapsed drains didn’t 
smell and windows weren’t nailed shut because of 
the rotting frames. We wanted access to basic sports 
facilities so our students could learn how to keep healthy 
and to be a bigger school so we could offer more 
subjects and accommodate all the children who want to 
come here including those with disabilities. Above all, we 
wanted our students to feel valued. 

And so, we really welcome the judgement from the 
judicial review. The judge described the decision about 
Waltham Forest as “so unfair as to amount to an abuse 
of power” and we are pleased to feel our disappointment 
has been justified. This doesn’t bring our new school 
back but Mr Gove is obliged to look at the projects he 
cancelled. In terms of dilapidation and need for school 
places, the cancelled projects in Waltham Forest tick the 
government’s boxes. We must hope the review is carried 
out fairly and fast - children get only one chance.

Environmental Health officers stopped this contaminated meat 


from entering the food chain 


Bad meat destroyed 

• Contaminated meat discovered abandoned on street 

• Half a tonne of lamb and poultry ordered to be destroyed after birds 
spotted landing on it 


A food safety inspector 
ordered half a tonne of 
meat to be seized and 
destroyed after finding 
it left in the open air 
near industrial units in 
Walthamstow. 

The unlabelled lamb and 
poultry had been left in 
Sutherland Road on Thursday 
27 January. It was spotted 
by a Waltham Forest Council 
environmental health officer 
and a meat inspector from 
the Food Standards Agency 
on a routine inspection. 

Despite investigating, none 
of the nearby units - many of 
which make kebab meat and 


chicken portions for takeaways 
across London - admitted to 
owning the meat, which was 
worth an estimated £800. 

The environmental health 
officer told Waltham Forest 
News: “We seized and 
destroyed the meat to make 
sure it couldn’t enter the food 
chain and cause a risk to 
public health. 

“We had absolutely no 
idea how long it had been 
standing there or what it had 
been exposed to while it was 
on the side of the road. We 
had even seen seagulls and 
starlings swooping down and 
pecking at it. 


“We didn’t have any choice 
but to remove it because 
we didn’t know if it was 
fit to eat or if it had been 
contaminated.” 

While the officer phoned 
a company to remove the 
meat, a worker from one of 
the nearby units had to be 
prevented from removing it 
with a fork lift truck. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, said: “It is only 
down to the vigilance 
and dedication of our 
environmental health officers 
that this food, which was 


clearly unfit for human 
consumption, was removed 
from the food chain and the 
public protected. 

“Businesses need to 
behave in an appropriate way 
to ensure they are protecting 
their customers’ health. If 
they try to cut costs by using 
unsafe ingredients we’ll take 
firm action against them.”

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Sharing services 

• Economic development units in Waltham Forest and Haringey to be shared 

• Move will save an estimated £200,000 a year 


Waltham Forest Council 
and Haringey Council have 
agreed to share services 
that are designed to get 
residents from the two 
boroughs into work. 


Following decisions by 
their respective cabinets, the 
two Councils have agreed 
in principle to share their 
economic development units, 
with services expected to be 


fully merged by 2011/12. The 
move follows the boroughs 
agreeing to share a range 
of services last year. The 
economic development unit 
will be the first service to 


be shared, and the move is 
expected to save the boroughs 
an estimated £200,000 a year. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Corporate 
Resources, Business and 
Employment, Cllr Afzal 
Akram, told Waltham Forest 
News: “Given the state of the 
economy, these services have 
never been more important. 
This move will allow residents 
to improve their skills and 
assist them in finding much 
needed jobs. By joining 
services together we’ll be 
able to provide a better, more 
efficient service which will in 
turn benefit the local economy 
and boost the long term 
prosperity of our borough. 

“Sharing this service will 
help us reduce costs such 
as offices, management and 
equipment but we still need 
to do a number of things - 
including consult staff and 
trade unions - before this is 
finalised.” 

The economic development 
unit is responsible for 
promoting employment and 
skills and tackling joblessness 
by helping businesses and 
the economy grow to help 
residents get better jobs. 

Waltham Forest and 
Haringey have agreed 
a Memorandum of 
Understanding on shared 
services which sets out a joint 
approach and the aims and 
principles of joint working. 

The agreement comes as part 
of a plan by Waltham Forest 
Council to make estimated 
savings of £65 million over 
the next four years.

Leader’s view

It has been a 
momentous time 
for Waltham 
Forest this 
month after we 
secured a judicial 
review of the 
Government’s 
decision to scrap 
building schools 
for the future in 
the borough. 

The £275 



million Building Schools for the Future (BSF) project was 
cancelled by the government last July, without them 
asking us how the cuts would affect Waltham Forest. 

However on Friday 11 February a High Court Judge, 
Mr Justice Holman, ruled that the Government’s decision 
to abandon the 19 schemes in Waltham Forest - and 
dozens more in five other areas - was unlawful and 
amounted to an ‘abuse of power.’ 

I’d like to thank residents for their support on this matter 
and I hope they are as pleased with the result as I am. 

The Government must now go back and reconsider 
its decision and properly consult with us, and other 
Councils, and then take a decision with ‘an open mind’. 

While I am delighted to have won this case, it gives 
me absolutely no pleasure to take anyone to court. 

Sadly this was the only option available to us, as up until 
the court case was heard the Government refused to 
explain how they had come to their decision on Waltham 
Forest’s schools and to ask us about its impact locally. 

Winning the judicial review is only the first step in our 
continuing fight to make sure we derive real benefits for 
our young people. The judgement does not mean that 
the decision to scrap the scheme in Waltham Forest will 
necessarily be reversed but it at least opens the door for 
our schools to be reconsidered. 

In all we lost 19 projects and around £275 million 
of funding to improve those schools and we estimate 
10,000 young people will suffer if we do not invest that 
money on improving old, out of date and crumbling 
school buildings. 

We are lucky that the teaching in Waltham Forest is 
excellent and we have a group of talented and dedicated 
headteachers who consistently produce good, and 
steadily improving, GCSE results every year. However 
many of our schools are simply not fit for purpose. 

That is where the government needs to come in 
and make money available to ensure our children have 
the facilities and buildings they deserve to maximise 
their chances of a great education and an enjoyable 
career in school.

Voluntary sector changes 

• Cuts to council budgets mean changes to the way charities and 
voluntary organisations receive funding 

• Manager of Walthamstow Citizens Advice Bureau discusses changes 
and future challenges 


The fact that the Council 
has to save £65m over 
the next four years means 
major changes for every 
service it provides, and 
this also means changes 
to the way charities, 
community groups and 
voluntary organisations 
are funded. 

Work began last year 
to help and prepare the 
voluntary sector, with the 
Council once again proposing 
that services be ‘bought’ 
based on value for money 
and the needs of residents. 

One organisation 
to receive funding is 
Waltham Forest Citizens 
Advice Bureau Service 
(CAB). The CAB provides 
free, independent, and 
confidential advice to 


residents on matters 
such as welfare benefits, 
debt, immigration and 
employment. 

The CAB made two 
successful bids, one for 
general advice funding and 
one for specific money and 
debt advice. The latter will, 
from May 2011, allow CAB 
workers to deliver targeted 
money advice and help 
residents avoid debt. 

“The Council has been very 
supportive over the years and 
we’re really grateful for the 
funding, but it is going to be 
challenging,” Walthamstow 
CAB Manager Steve Johnson 
told Waltham Forest News. 
“While we’ve done better 
than some other London 
CAB branches we’re now 
receiving £100,000 less 


funding than last year (a 15% 
reduction), and that will have 
an impact. We’ve already 
started to develop a more 
telephone-based service, and 
we aim to improve this in the 
coming months. However, 
the reality is that in order to 
help meet demand we’ll 
have to give less advice 
to a lot of people rather 
than vice versa.” 

The CAB anticipates 
an increase in residents 
contacting them because 
of widespread changes 
across the public sector. 

“The recession hit a lot of 
people extremely hard but 
there will be many more 
who’ll be feeling the pinch 
this year and next,” Steve 
predicts. “With changes 
to sickness and housing 


benefits, legal aid and social 
services there’ll be many 
more people seeking our 
help. Nevertheless, we’ll be 
rising to the challenge and 
doing our best to ensure 
residents receive the advice 
and support they need.”

Fly-tipping plunges 

• New Council policies help cut fly-tipping by 18 per cent in Waltham Forest 

• Figures for December 2010 are the lowest on record 


Fly-tipping in Waltham 
Forest appears to be falling 
dramatically following 
the introduction of a raft 
of measures designed to 
stamp out the crime. 

Free bulky waste 
collections, more enforcement 
against offenders and a 
better clear all service helped 
reduced the number of fly- 
tips in Waltham Forest by 18 
per cent in December 2010 
compared with the same 
month in 2009. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, told Waltham Forest 
News: “This is really good 
news. Residents told us 
they were sick of people 
treating our streets like 
a rubbish tip so we did 
something about it and our 
officers are working extremely 
hard to make sure our new 
approach works. 

“There is absolutely no 
excuse to leave unwanted 
items like sofas, mattresses 


or washing machines on 
the street for other people 
to clear up and we’re taking 
a very tough line on those 
people who think that sort of 
behaviour is acceptable. 

“But what we are also 
finding is that our free bulky 
waste collection is very popular 
with residents and that helps to 


encourage them to dispose of 
their rubbish lawfully instead of 
paying a ‘man with a van’ 
to get rid of it.” 

December 2010 saw the 
lowest number of recorded 
fly-tips on record - 355. 

The Council is now aiming 
to reduce that figure further 
as part of its ongoing aim of 


improving the appearance of 
the borough. 

Other factors which have 
helped reduce fly-tipping 
are better awareness of the 
waste disposal services 
available, timed rubbish 
collections across the 
borough and a clampdown 
on dirty front gardens. 

The work to reduce 
fly-tipping is all part of 
Waltham Forest Council’s 
award-winning ‘Wiping out 
enviro-crime’ campaign, 
which aims to tackle littering, 
fly-tipping and dog fouling 
in Waltham Forest.

Fact file 

• Residents who have large items to dispose of can order a free 
bulky waste collection from the Council. 

• The bulky waste collection service is for specified items. It is 
not a house or garden clearance service. Certain items such as 
asbestos, car parts, business and trade waste cannot be collected. 

• There will be no specific limit on the number of collections in 
any year. However abuse of the system, such as repeated large 
collections from the same address, will not be allowed. 

• Waste generated by trades people that have been employed to 
carry out work (such as installing a new kitchen) is classified as 
industrial waste. It is the responsibility of the trader to dispose of. 

• When you request a free bulky collection you will be told the 
day when your bulky waste will be collected, which will be within 
a maximum of six working days.

Recycling more will save local taxpayers money 


A new waste policy which 
guarantees weekly rubbish 
and recycling collections 
has been agreed by the 
Council. 

The decision also means 
that recycling will be collected 
on a mixed basis as part of 
a drive to increase recycling 
rates and reduce landfill taxes 


which increase by £8 per 
tonne, per year. 

Mixed recycling means 
that your recyclables, such as 
newspapers, plastic bottles, 
glass and food and drink cans, 
are put into one recycling 
vehicle and sorted later - 
rather than being sorted at 
the roadside. 


Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, said: “Our residents 
have told us they want us 
to collect their rubbish and 
recycling every week - so that 
is what we are going to do. 

“We have to make changes 
to the way in which we 
collect rubbish and recycling 
to make our scheme more 
efficient and reduce the 
amount we spend on sending 
rubbish to landfill sites. 

“We think the new 
arrangements will mean a 
significant improvement to 
recycling rates in Waltham 
Forest and help us play our part 
in protecting the environment 
for future generations.” 

The new arrangements 
will come into force in April and 
the range of things that can be 
recycled will be increased. 


To cope with the extra 
recycling people are expected 
to generate, every household 
will receive a green wheelie bin. 

Every one per cent of 
rubbish which is recycled 
instead of being sent to 
landfill will save Waltham 
Forest Council £226,000 
and significantly reduces the 
borough’s carbon emissions.

Give Aikido a go 

• Aikido is the Japanese art of self-defence 

• Local club encourages people to come along and see a training session 
for themselves 


When you think of 
martial arts, you might 
automatically think of 
high-energy disciplines 
like Karate, Judo and Kung 
Fu. But what do you know 
about the lesser known 
disciplines? 

The Village Drop-in 
(West Avenue, El 7 9QN) 
in Walthamstow is home to 
London East Aikido, a martial 
art that focuses on self 
defence, rather than attacking 
an opponent. 

Waltham Forest News went 
along to the dojo (training hall) 
on a chilly February evening to 
find out more. 

Aikido is a Japanese martial 
art developed by Morihei 
Ueshiba based on his martial 
studies, philosophy, and 
religious beliefs. Ueshiba’s 
goal was to create an art that 
practitioners could use to 
defend themselves while 
also protecting their attacker 
from injury. 

Instructor Steve Beecham 


explains: “Aikido differs from 
most martial arts because 
there is no kicking involved 
and it’s non-competitive. It 
is the Japanese art of self- 
defence. The idea is to take 
an attack and move with the 
attacker to disable them. 


“Aikido is sometimes called 
‘the art of peace’ because we 
never intend to hurt or damage 
the attacker any more than 
is necessary. We simply use 
techniques to move our bodies 
from a place of disadvantage 
to a place of advantage.” 

Patricia Blake, from 
Walthamstow, was taking part 
in her first Aikido class. She 
told Waltham Forest News: 

“I decided to come along to 
an Aikido class because I 
wanted to learn self-defence. 


“I found the class when a 
friend brought over the ‘What’s 
on’ section of Waltham Forest 
News to my house. We were 
looking at some of the things 
that were happening in the 
borough and the Aikido class 
listing caught my eye. 


“I contacted Steve and 
he invited me to attend and 
watch a class. I watched two 
classes, then decided that 
I would like to learn myself. 
Everyone has been very 
friendly and I really enjoyed 
my first go at Aikido. I’d 
definitely encourage people 
to come along.” 

Steve added: “Aikido does 
not require a high standard 
of physical fitness. It really 
is suitable for everyone, 
whether you're aged 18

or 80. I have two students 
who are retired and practice 
Aikido because they feel it 
will help keep them supple 
and help keep their balance 
as they get older. 

“If anyone is nervous 
about coming along, I’d urge 
them not to be. Everyone 
has to start somewhere and 
the beginners class on a 
Tuesday is an ideal place to 
see if Aikido is for you. I think 
everyone should know about 
this wonderful art.” 

London East Aikido runs 
session from 6.30-8pm 
on Tuesdays and Fridays. 
Beginners are always 
welcome to watch, so why 
not go along and see a class 
for yourself?

Primary schools 
expanded 


Councillors have agreed to expand the size of three primary 
schools to help cope with the increasing pressure on school 
places in Waltham Forest. 

The Woodside School, Gwyn Jones Primary School and 
Wellington Primary School will all be permanently expanded by 
one form of entry, subject to planning permission. 

Since 2007 Waltham Forest Council has created five 
permanent expansions in primary schools as well as an extra 41 
classes to cope with hundreds of new children moving into the 
borough while maintaining high educational standards. 

The expansions of Woodside, Gwyn Jones and Wellington is 
part of a wider initiative to expand primary schools as increasing 
educational attainment and cheap housing are attracting more 
families to live in Waltham Forest.
